Ihe Commitiee have no reason to doubt:
that the debts due to the Bank are well sceus-
ed, and will be realized, except seven huadred
and ten dollars of the notes, which are admit-
ted to be desperate,  This sum bears so small |
a proportion to the amount loaned, as to chal- |
lenge a comparison with any ol the business |
pursuits of men, whether in bauking or other-
wise, as to the amount of loszes sustained in |
their operations

The whole amount now outstanding,
yotes, honds, and juds ements, is four hnudred |
and sixty-eight thonsand, one hundred and fif-|
ty-three dollars. "This has heen distributed |
amongst five hundred and twanty-three debtors,
averaging ubout eight hundred and  niuety- |
five dollars to each. "The largest debts are |

number; two of them, however, absorbing an‘
amount of the funds of the Bank very much
disproportionedl to the other debtors.

These bond debts were contracted in 1834, |
1835 and 1540, respectively.  Upon these, ve-
ry little more than the interest has yet been |
paid, exeept one, upon which the bulance of|
principal now ducis a little more than one |
third of the original debt.  T'he commitiee ace |
of opinion that these bonds should be collected |
in as short a time as a just regard for the in- |
terests of thedebtors and the Bank will permit; |
and have signitied to the President, thae
such steps should be taken as will ensure their
collection, in four equal annual instalments.
Although these debts are well secured, yet the
policy of permitting the funds of the Bank to
remain for so long a time in the hands of one
or two individuals, whilst others may be ask-
ing in vainfor accommodations, denied to them
by reason of such considerable sums remaiii-
ing locked up beyound their reach, is a poliey
the Dircetors should by no means pursue,

The Committee deem it proper to bring to
the notice of the Legislature the salaries al-
Jowed to the officers of the Baunlk " with the

If the last named oflicer is not altogether un-
necessary, (as some ol the committee believe,)
he is at feast very much overpaid.

to his duties. The Committee thercfore ree-
ommended that the office of Out.door Cler’s,
in the Braneh Bank at Camden, be abolished.

The indebtedness of the Dircctors amount to
the sum of twenty thousand, cight hundred and
fifty dollars, ($20,850,) bring an average of
of four thousand, one hundred and seventy dol-
lars, ($4170) to ench. The officers of the Bank
are indehted the sum of ten thonsand two hun-
dred and two dollars T10,202) DBoth these
sums are well seeared, and seam to the Com-
mittee to be reasonable in amount.

The Committee cannot but feel, that their

The magnitude of
such an undertaking, that would have furnished
tor the commitlee the same employment al-
most as constitutes the dutibs of al officers of
the Bank for the whole vear, has foreed the
Committec to deal with results, instead of items
leading to them.

‘The high
character sustained Ly the gentlemen who
have the management ol its husivess, is a sat-
isfactory assurance that their official duties
are discharged with ability and fidelity—and
the Committee have reliad implicity npon oll
such‘explanations as they have been reqnested
to make, and upon the statements that have

| been furnished. The hooks were frecly epon- |

ed for inspeetion whenaver ealled for, and bore
evidence of having been kept in a business like
manner.  The eash, as reported, was carefully
counted and corresponded strictly with the
amount eharged,

The Committec, therefore, caunot hessitate
to believe that the books are faithful records nl

the results appearing from them, and may be -

safely relied upon as exhibiting fairly the real
condition of the Bank. In this belicf, they
have adopted general statements, taken from
the books, without examining every itemn lead-
ing to thom, which would have beea the lalor
of perhaps a whole year, instead of the time
pstally devoted to sneh investigations.

All of the Comumitee arc, howeser, perfeetly
satisfied that there was no need for such ex
treme particularity, and that their report will
pliace before the legislature all the facts neces-
sary for that body to form a correet opinion as
to the actual condition of this Branch.

In conclusion, the Committee eannot with-
hold the expression of their opinion that the
ofticers of this Branch of the Bank of the Htate
are diligent, able, und faithiul, and i all re-
speets worthy of the continned coufidence of
the Legislatore.
